Gen. Crerar Urges 
Military Readiness

Speaks in Winnipeg 
To 400 Veterans 
And Citizens Sunday 

Winnipeg, January 14. — General 
H. D. G. Crerar at a public recep- 
tion and investiture Sunday, told 
4,000 veterans and citizens, that 
the national and proper objects for 
post-war organizations of those 
who have served in the armed for 
c. are military preparedness, a 
national veteran organization and 
a social , organization to perpetuate 
friendships formed during the 
war. 

Said the General, "Veterans 
should use their Influence to in- 
sure that their sons and grand- 
sons should they, some day, be 
called upon to fight, engage In 
war with all the lessons of the last 
and previous wars fully applied in 
their favor." 

..".This issue of rational military 
preparedness it not only of na 
tldnnl importance, It is Interna 
tioiial In its scope." 

am strongly of the opinion 
that the proper association of all 
returned men and women, for these 
national purposes Is to be found 
In the existing Canadian Legion of 
the British Empire Services League. 
And I am equally aware of the 
opinion it would be a mistake for 
the veterans of this World War to 
strrt another national organization, 
of younger men, in competition 
with it."

Film Society Presents %rass/^ 
Documentary. Re^^^ of Nomads 

Today's Meeting in Biological Building Gives 
Picture of Wandering Persians 
Dependent on Grass

The Film Society is presenting 
its first programme of the new 
year, a documentary film entitled 
"Grass." In announcing this feature, 
a member of tho exccullvc empha- 
sized that starting today, the after- 
noon showings will be held on Tues- 
day afternoons, instead of Thursday. 

•There will be no other change 
in the policy of the Society," she 
emphasized. "Our pictures will con- 
tinue to bo shown weekly. In room 
250 of the Biological Building, nnd 
are open to all .<itudents, members 
of the faculty and their friends, 
without charge." 

"Grass" was recotllcd for the 
screen by Cooper and Schaedsack, 
well known documentary film art- 
ists, and was acquired by the 
Museum of Modern Art through 
the courtesy of Paramount Pictures. 

The camera follows the migra- 
tion of the nomadic Baktyari tribes 
across central Persia in search of 
,the grazing lands which mean the 
dfiference between life and star- 
vation to their flocks. The spectacle 
,of 50,000 people floating and swim- 
ming their flocks across a treach- 
erous river and tolling over a 12,000 
foot mountain range enlarges the 
scale of the film to that of an epic 
of the struggle for existence In Its 
pastoral .stage. It is this epic factor 
in the film which has in great 
measure persuaded professional an- 
thropologists and geographers to

lay aside their doubts as to the 
film's romantic viewpoint and to 
value it from 1925 to the present 
as one of the most effective means 
of imparting information to the 
layman. 

"Grass" embodies the drama of 
conflict between man and nature, 
the suspense which derives from 
the spectacle of thousands of people 
driving through terrific obstacles 
tow.vd an apparently inaccessible 
goal. Romantically seeking far away 
thrills. Cooper and Schaedsack had 
actually produced a dramatic docu- 
ment of the pastoral stage of man's 
struggle to live. 

This is one of the earliest docu- 
mentary films and has taken its 
place 0^ a classic. The Baktyari 
tribe In Persia— a people numbering 
some 50,000. with herds of halt a 
million or more— depend upon their 
cattle for existence. And the cattle 
need grass, or the people perish. 
Shaedsack has followed this primi- 
tive pastoral tribe on one of their 
annual treks, recording by means 
of this document the story of an 
exodus Into a promised land. It is 
neither fiction nor the re-enactlon 
of an historical event. At the time 
it ^vas filmed, only two white men 
in the world were believed to have 
witnessed one of these annual mig- 
rations through barren countries 
without trulls, up and over moun- 
tains, through ice and sno^^', across 
racing rivers ... to grass. 



Varsity Engineers

Toronto, Jonuary 14. — tCUP) — 
Three separate libraries have been 
made available to Engineering stu- 
dents of the Ajax Division, Univer- 
sity of Toronto. A circulating lib- 
rary, a technical department and 
a browsing room have been stock» 
cd with volumes gathered together 
from all over. 

According to Dr. W. S. Wallace, 
chief librarian, U. of T., books have 
been found to a large extent by in- 
tensive advertising, by canvasing 
of second-hand book stores and by 
gifts from various graduates and 
faculty members. A great number 
of books were donated by the Im- 
perial Order of the Daughters of 
the Empire. 

The Ajax Division, U. of T. cor- 
responds to Dawjon College, Mc- 
Gill University, who received the 
Carnegie Library from the Arts' 
building lust November.

Canada to Take 
Over Alaska Road 

R.C.A.F. Purchases 
N.W. Staging Route 
For 150 Million 



The Alaska highway, which will 
be taken over by Canada on Feb- 
ruary 1st., and the Northwest Stag- 
ing Route, jointly operated by Can- 
ada and the United States, will 
have Importont roles to play in 
post-war aviation and tho devel- 
opment of the Northwest Terri- 
tories. Gilbert W. Chewy told the 
Canadian Club at their luncheon 
yesterday. 

This route, with iU network of 
airfields, is the short cut to Rus- 
sia, the Orient and Ir.dla. The R.C • 
A.F. will shortly take over the 
Northwest Staging Route In Canada, 
it is reported. Canada paid $150,- 
000,000 for the fields and another 
$20,000,000 improving them and the 
approach stations between Edmon- 
ton and the American border. 

Of Interest, Is the 111 mile nar- 
row gauge railroad running from 
Skagway to Whitehorse. It rises 
lo a height of 3,000 feet in the first 
20 miles from the sea coast and 
has 551 curves, which if placed to- 
gether would make J8 complete 
circles. 



More Lunch Room 
Space in Union 
Beginning Today 

Ballroom To Be Used 
To Ease Congestion 
During Noon Hours 

Additional luneh-room accom- 
modation for students eating in the 
Union between 12 and 2.30 will be 
provided in the Ballroom starting 
today, for u trial period of a week. 

To date there arc two official 
places to seat in the Union— the 
Grill Room, for snacks, and the 
Cafeteria, for meals. These two 
rooms seat 100 people each. The 
average daily attendance for tho 
Grill Room is 900 and for the Cafe- 
teria between 12 and 2 p.m. the 
dally average is 300, while last 
year It was only 200. 

The above-quoted statistics for 
this year apply only to the period 
ending December 20. Since the first 
of January the number of students 
using these facilities has increased. 

The Ballroom will now be avail- 
able for students bringing sand- 
wiches, for a trial period of a week. 
If the Innovation meets with the 
approval of students and is success- 
ful, the plan will be continued. In 
this way it is hoped that the noon- 
hour congestion will be eliminated 
and that people will not wander 
around the building with their 
food looking for a place to cat, but 
will keep to these three rooms. 

Coat racks will be provided in 
the Ballroom In the near future.

No, the above is not a quotation from the recently issued Canada 
Year Book, and it isn't an estimate on the total Canadian population. It 
is the university population of Canada that has soared In such a'startling 
manner. 

The Cause of It° All . 
Last fall "Canadian Campus" discussed the end of the campus man- 
power and the beginning of the campus housing shortage, now we come 
to the cause of It all. Canadians released from the armed services and 
from high schools have decided in favor of the student life in greater 
numbers than ever before. Army huts and temporary lecture rooms of 
all kinds have sprung up beside the Ivy covered "sacred halls" in an 
effort to meet the emergency. And In some coses, notably McGIll and 
the University of Toronto, auxiliary colleges at Dawson and Ajax have 
been opened. 

University of New Brunswick 
From const to const the story is the same: college by college more 
.students are in search of knowledge.^ Enrolment at the University of 
New Brunswick has Jumped from 325 to 740, more than double normal 
registration. 265 of these are veterans, and 200 more are preparing to 
enter Alexander College, another on the list of post-war extensions. 

McGllI 

McGill registration is also over double last year; leaping from 2,710 
to 5,744, which includes 1,948 veterans. The increase has been felt In all 
faculties: especially in the faculty of arts, newly emerged from under 
the six-year war cloud. 

■ :■ University of Ottawa 

The figures' from the University of Ottawa tell a similar story; from 
2,300 to 4,300 is close enough to call it double. 225 veterans have helped 
to swell the number here and raise the ratio to two men per woman. 
Queen's University 

Registration at Queen's Is one exception to the double trouble. An 
Increase of 823 over last year, contributed to by 1,032 ex-service per- 
sonnel, has raised the total to 2,291. The proportion of civilian men to 
women Is two to one, but among ex-service students it is 22.45 to 1. 
University of Toronto 

The Student's Directory at tj?e University of Toronto, one hundred 
pages longer than last year. Indicates the leap from a total registration 
of 6,738 to. 11,074, with the enrolment at Ajax, probably 1,700, still to be 
included. The Influx of 4,000 veterans is one reason for the all time 
record. 

University of Manitoba 
The University of Manitoba boasU a total of 5,100, a 2,800 increase 
on the figures for last year. 1,842 of these arc veterans. 

University of British Columbia 
Exact figures are not yet available for the University of British 
Columbia, but estimates place the increase at 1,500, raising the total 
registration from 5,800 to 7,300. j

awarded the Khaki University of 
Canada. Tills w.is announced by 
the Right Honorable Vincent ÀIus- 
sey. High Commissioner for Can- 
ada, when he addressed the facul- 
ty and students recently. The scho- 
larship Is exclusive to students of 
the Junior CollcRe and University 
Extension of K. U. of C. 

All applicants must have com- 
pleted one year university work, 
be either in the United KinRdom 
or Northwest Europe and be avail- 
able for Interview in London, Eng- 
land, in March, 1046. Other quali- 
fications are listed In Army Or- 
ders. 

The elected candidate will go in- 
to residence at Oxford University 
in October, 1046.

Dr. Hans Selye 
Today at 4 p.m. 

All McGill Students 
Invited to Attend 
Inaugural Wddress 



Dr. Hans Sclyc, former associate 
Professor of Histology at McGill, 
will deliver his inaugural address, 
as Professor of Medicine and Ex- 
perimental Stirgery, at the Uni- 
versité de Montreal, today at 4 
p.m., ih room H-4 of the Universitle. 
McGill students, especially mem- 
bers of the Faculty of Medicine, arc 
cordially invited to attend. 

Dr. Sclyc received his new ap- 
pointment recently, after 14 years 
of distinguished service at McGill 
University. 

He was a member of the Depart- 
ment of Biochemistry for his first 
five years at McGill and spent the 
last nine as Associate Professor of 
Histology. An eminent endocrinolo- 
gist, he participated In an inter- 
national medical conference held 
in the U.S.S.R. during the war. 

The appointment of Dr. Hans 
Selye to the Université de Mont- 
real Is another step towards estab- 
lishing a much closer liason be- 
tween the two Univcr5ities. 



Caron Addresses 
McGill Meeting 

Provincial LPP Leader 
Traces Que. Problems 
of Education, Labour 



Gui Caron, Quebec Provincial 
Leader of the Labor-Progressive 
Party, addressed a meeting of stu- 
dents in the Union Ballroom, yes- 
terday afternoon' at 5 p.m, 

Mr. Caron outlined the various 
factors which have led to Quebec's 
inferior position in education, la- 
bor relations, health and cultural 
faciltics. He stated that very little 
was being done to enforce even the 
present limited laws dealing with 
these matters. 

The Quebec Government has been 
notorious, he said, for abolishing, 
wherever possible. advantages 
gained during the recent war. As 
an example, Mr. Caron cited the 
closing of the Day Nurseries. Only 
by raising the level of wages paid 
to Quebec workers could there be 
any chance of achieving equality 
with the other provinces. The meet- 
ing was sponsored by the McGill 
L.P.P. Club.

Bruches! and.Wees 
Praise Co-operation 
Of Colleges with DVA 

Montrral, Jan. 14.— (CUP)— More 
than 800 veterans were present yes- 
terday mornin;; at tho opening cere- 
mony of the new Veterans' Pre- 
paratory course offered by Sir 
George Williams College. The cere- 
mony was held In Victoria Hall, 
Westmount. 

WELCOMED BY PRINCIPAL . 

Dr.' K. E. Norrls, principal, wel- 
comed the students on behalf of the 
college, saying that the student vet- 
eran possessed three assets. "The 
first is the feeling In the hearts of 
each one of you that you have 
played a man's part in the past six 
years, which assures you the re- 
spect of your fellow students and of 
yourself." 

"Your second asset," ■ Dr. Norris 
went on, "is that you have come 
here of your own volition. No one 

is sending you to college. Thirdly, 
there is your added mbturity, which 
will enable you to do your college 
work better." 

"This country needs you just as 
much now as In the past six years," 
he concluded, "it needs you in the 
future for what you can become." 

CO-OPERA'nON LAUDED 

Jean Bruches! spoke on behalf of 
the Provincial Secretary, Hon. Omcr 
Cote, praising the co-operation that 
Sir George Williams has always 
given the Provincial Government, 
which Is sponsoring the education 
of the veterans. Mr. BruchesI ad- 
dressed the audience in French, say- 
ing that he hoped the French- 
speaking students attending the col- 
lego would be an example of inter- 
racial co-operation for the rest of 
Canada. 

"Sir George Williams College Is 
unique among educational institu- 
tions In Canada," said Dr. W. R. 

Wees, national director of training. 
Department of Veterans' .Affairs, "it 
1.^ unique particularly for the 
breadth of its b.i£c. It Is open to 
anyone who needs an education and 
who can profit by it."

Today every citizen of Canada must realize 
that in order to have a Canada in which to live, 
ho must be a citizen of the world first. World 
citizenship comes with the realization that na- 
tional boundries will never hold back the flood 
of modem destniction. World citizenship can 
be implemented by acquainting every man, 
woman and child with the thoughts, actions and 
background of those who aro herded in by other 
national boundries. If today the nations of the 
world will Icnm to know each other, t.hen the 
frightfulncss of tomorrow will never come to 
pass. 

Universities and their students can become 
the backbone of such a new understanding. Ex- 

'. change scholarships, courses taught by lecturers 
from all parts of the world and general instruc- 
tion in the ways and customs of other nations

A general interest in these subjects, learnt with 
an open unprejudiced mind, must be the answer 
of the students. 

Much has been written on the subject of in- 
ternational cooperation apd friendship; many- a 
plea has gone unheeded while the pcttyness and 
hatred of the past years has been allowed to 
grow again. Those who arc to bo the jealous 

: guardians of eternal peace and understanding 
Btand by while the Nasi party of Great Britain 
reconvenes and while an entire European nation 
is still subjected to a fascist dictator. Yes, that 
is true, and 'no matter how much wo shake our 
heads in shocked surprise at the mere mention 
of such a fact, these arc true facts, and there 
are many more. Soon another war will be on 
our doorstep and again wc will chastize our- 
selves for bemg careless, as we did the last time; 



Musical Musings

Musîe in Conada 

Now we can call ourselves CanadlansI Wc arc 
going to have a Canadian flag, and probably pur 
own national anthem. That much, the government 
can do for us. But how about a Canadian culture? 
Were it not for the effect of the French-speaking 
Canadians culture on the rest of Canada, wc should 
probably find ourselves lost in that of the colossus 
to the South. 

Canadians have always been a modest people, 
readier to deprecate themselves than to blow their 
own horn. It toolc a second world war to give us 
an idea of what wc can do. Americans have always 
been masters of the art of publicity. American' tal- 
ent always receives its fair share of recognition; 
often more. It's not that wc haven't the talent up 
here in Canada. We've had and hayo lots ot it, but 
we always mention them almost apologetically. 

America, that Is, the United States has always 
been a great market for talented artists in the field 
of literature, art, and music, not merely because of 
its size, but by the great enthusiasm for things 
American developed by the use of mass publicity. 

Many loreign countries, often smaller than Can- 
ada, have and keep their talented artists at home, 
where they receive cnthuslasUcally the merit they 
deserve. They develop their own distinctive culture, 
and a keen, but not nationalistic, national self-con- 
sciousness. Wc have always been too ready to ac- 
cept American, and to a lesser extent, British dictates 
in the field of literature, motion pictures, and books. 
Perhaps this may be the result of the "colonialism" 
which has seemed to have been Imbiied In us until 
the last war. 

Wc have had, and still do have great talent. 
Yvonne de Carlo and Norma Shearer, to mention 
but two of many Canadians who, in the field of 
motion pictures, left their native land for Holly- 
wood. Or Alan Young, in the field of radio comedy, 
who Is now one of the favorite comedians in the 
United States. I just read a few days ago where 
Canadian firms use American commercial artists in- 
stead of Canadians. And it is well known that Cana- 
dian writers move down to the United States due 
to the Income tax situation, which the government 
would do well to look into, if it doesn't want to lose 
the best literary brains In the country, too, to the 
United States. 

This gives but a faint idea, of what is happening 
to Canadian talent In fields other than In music, ut 
it is of the latter that I should like to emphasize 
right now. I needn't point out, that the more fa- 
mous of many Canadian musicians gone South in- 
clude Percy Faith, and Guy Iiombardo, reputed to 
be one of the highest paid band leaders in the 
United States. 

It is not merely for more money that much of 
this talent Is heading South. The sad fact is the 
gross Indifference of Canadians as a whole to Cana- 
dian talent; and the mesmerizing effect of the big 
guns of American publicity, so that wc go more for 
name, and less for ability. 

I for one think that Canadian music, or perhaps, 
to be more accurate, Canadian musical style, Is dis- 
tinctive. I do not think any American band plays 
music In quite the same way as do Mart Kenncy's 
Western Gentleman, yet they can be listened to for 
but one half hour per week on the CBC, .which is 
over-dosed much of the rest of the time, with Ameri- 
can recordings. 

And of all the other music which "one can hear 
over CBC, I can't help feeling that seventy-five per 
cent, of it isn't inferior to the great music which 
emanates every Saturday night from Victoria Hall 
by Johnny Holmes and his Orchestra. His band is 
solidly Canadian. English speaking, French speak- 
ing, Protestant. Catholic, Jew, black and while, all 
play together, the Canadian arrangements of leader 
Johnny himself. Not one American "stock" will you 
hear from the Holmes bandstand. 

Playing piano, la one of Canada's finest musicians 
In any field or instrument, a man who has been of- 
fered a job by one of the greatest bands in the 
United States; but who prefers to stay In clnada, 
because he has confidence in the future of music in 
Canada. Yes, Oscar Peterson rolls tho Ivories every 
Saturday night at Vic Hall, when he could be play- 
Ing piano for one of the finest bands In the States, 
the great Lunceford aggregation. Fortunately, he is 
beginning to get some of the credit he deserves, and 
radio appearances and magazine stories are becom- 
ing the rule, and not the exception. This is all to 
the good, yet Oscar Is not the first musician Canada 
ever produced, yet one sometimes wonders. 

Unfortunately, I was unable to get down to hear 
the "Montreal Jazz Concert" held over the holidays. 
From reports in the Star, It was something of a suc- 
cess. Whether the talent was actually good, or 
whether it was merely ovcr-cnthusinsm for our own 
talent, makes little difference. I would almost pre- 
fer the latter. I do know, however, that young 
Maynard Ferguson is one of the best trumpeters 
Canada has produced In many a moon. Our only 
hope is he too won't follow in the southward trek. 

We have in Montreal one of the finest bands In 
the nation. A band that is really coming;, one wc 
predict win, in a year or two, compare favorably 
with anything the Slates have to offer, including 
the Herman Herd. Or will Canadian apathy to Cana- 
dian musical talent drive them to the magnet In the 
South, and leave us with the lackadaisical "union 
pick-up bands," which have been, and were for too 
long, the rule on the Canadian musical scene, be- 
cause the Canadian people didn't aeem to want any- 
thing else?

'Look at Your Neighbourhood'

An exhibition previewed by the 
Daily, entlUed "Look At Your 
Neighbourhood," opens today In 
the B.V.C. Common Room, the 
second In a varied series sponsored 
by the Women's Union. 

The current exhibition comes to 
IK (through the National Gallery, 
Ottawa), from the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York City. The 
Museum's newest publication states 
that It has never been its inten- 
tion to become solely a treasure 
house of the arts. Accordingly, this 
exhibition deals with a vital socio- 
logical, economical and architec- 
tural problem — neighbourhood 
planning. 

This reporter was Impressed sud- 
denly, and for the first time. In 
spite of all the current talk on 
better living, with the fact that 
perhaps the future does hold the 
possibility of emphasis placed in 
the right place— on human dignity. 
That perhaps siich planning is not 
In the realm of day dreaming, that 
after all such communities, though 
in very small ratio to the total 
number, do exist today, and that 
it may very well be tliat tiie In- 
habitants of the cities ot the future 
will remember with wonder a past 
world which tolerated the degrad- 



ing and disgraceful slum, and its 
father, the area of deteriorated 
housing and highly undesirable 
social conditions. 

Our towns and cities arc obso- 
lete, claim the sociologists and the 
architecls. "Their pattern has been 
set by interests of real estate specn- 
lators at the expense of human 
liealth and happiness." They advo- 
cate that we study our problems, 
examine our resources, and plan 
to use them wisely in building for 
belter living. 

The neighbourhod Is the basic 
unit of any town, city or region, 
declare tho planners. "It must have 
good housing, its own park and 
community centre, an elementary 
school, a shopping centre, and play 
grounds. It must afford different 
opportunities for work and it 
should provide for people with 
different Intérésts and Incomes. 

Planning must deal with an cn- 
thre region, and its many complex 
problems, such as Industry, trans- 
portation health commerce hous- 
ing, government, and recreation. 
Any person Interested In the sue 
cessful handling ot theaa problems 
(and who but the totally Isolated 
hermit can afford such Indiffer 
ence?), will find the exhibition a 
fascinating study.

The Housewife 

Buys .a Slave 

by Thomas W. Bauer 



Ladies and gentlemen, for the 
first lecture of the 2145-46 season 
of the Historical Society I am able 
to present you with a very special 
treat We have, just >unearthcd two 
fragmentary leUers^'a'bout 200 years 
old, which throw some light on 
the rather unknown years of the 
second half of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Thç letters appear to have 
been written several years apart 
by a housewife, a state of exist- 
ence not met with today, viz., that 
of a female owned and attached 
to a human being and engaged al- 
most exclusively in cleaning his 
house, bearing his children, and 
cooking his meals. Though there 
were other creatures engaged In 
those occupations, she occupied a 
rather special position,- esiiecially 
with respect to offspring. 

But now, let us turn to the let- 
ters. The date of the first has been 
placed pretty definitely In the Sth 
decade ot the twentieth century, it 
reads: 

"Dear Mary, 

"My biggest news today Is that 
I had to buy a slave. I do not know 
how the government found out (but 
I suspect Mrs. Mulligan, the old 
. . . .) anyway yesterday we received 
an official letter saying that we 
had no slaves employed while our 
Incomo placed us in the One-Slave - 
Family-Bracket. Wc were advised 
to submit an Involec for the pur- 
chase of a slave within one week, 
or two compulsory slaves would be 
Installed, etc.... You know what 
that would mean aiid you can Im» 
gine George's anger and how upset 
he was, and so I went to the slave 
market right away. Our local mar- 
ket has a glass roof which Is very 
convenient, as you do not have to 
ask the dealers whether they will 
let you take the slaves out of doors 
to observe their color by daylight 
It la really hard to get' a alave ot 
tho right size, disposition, coloring, 
age, etc. 

Well, I was lucky and found a 
perfect specimen which the mer- 
chant will let me fiavn at a surpris- 
ingly low price. He is about 17, 
full grown, not too big and a light 
cater, he likes the same t6llvislon 
programs and reads the same 
papers as we do, he Is well edu-

heaven. But after the expiry of 
the guarantee period he started to 
change; ho was not lull grown at 
all, and by now he is nothing less 
than a giant Hla appetlta grew 
faster still and he grew several 
shades darker, too. The most ter^ 
rlblo change, however, was in his 
disposition. He does not let us read 
the newspapers, but as soon as they 
come he grabs them; after he has 
read them he tears them to bits 
with his teeth; whenever we try to 
listen to the radio or try to see a 
television program he pushes us 
aside and twista the nobs oft We 
have to wait on him hand end foot 
or lie will smatih the steel furni- 
ture, tear tiie rugs, and break the 
wlndo^vs. And the law says that 
onco the guarantee period Is over a 
slave stays bought' and cannot be 
sold, pawned, or given away in any 
manner.
